WHO'S  WHO  IN  THE  CAST 

ED  O'CALLAHAN  (Leicester)  is  a  past  president  of  the  Footlight 
Club  and  has  given  us  memorable  performances  in  every  one  of  his  leading 
roles.  He  w^as  last  seen  as  Finian  of  the  rainbow.  He  has  appeared  at  the 
Boothbay  and  Deertrees  Theaters  in  Maine,  the  Poets  Theatre  of  Boston, 
The  Brattle  Theatre,  the  Cambridge  Drama  Festival,  the  Charles  Playhouse, 
and  on  WGBH-TV. 

MAUREEN  VAUGHN  (EHzabeth  I)  has  starred  in  many  of  our  recent 
plays,  the  last  being  **See  How^  They  Run."  She  directed  the  May  play 
''Never  Too  Late,"  and  v^^as  production  manager  for  'Tinian's  Rainbow^." 
Maureen  is  a  talented  pianist  and  has  appeared  as  soloist  v^th  the  West 
Roxbury  Concert  Orchestra. 

BILL  HUPPELER  (Hatton)  debuted  with  us  in  "Finian's  Rainbow." 
He  sang  with  the  Chicago  Civic  Opera,  is  presently  with  the  Trinity  Choir 
of  Boston,  and  is  president  of  the  Metropolitan  Singers  of  Boston.  His 
daughter,  Cindy,  the  choreographer  for  "Portrait  of  a  Prince,"  has  appeared 
with  the  Boston  Ballet  and  the  New  England  Civic  Ballet,  and  teaches 
ballet. 

JOHN  HERTER  (Alencon)  is  a  native  of  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  and 
is  in  his  junior  year  at  Boston  University.  This  is  his  debut  vdth  the  Foot- 
light  Club.  He  has  appeared  with  the  Westminster  School  Players  of  Con- 
necticut, the  Poets  Theatre  of  Boston,  and  the  Weston,  Vermont,  Playhouse. 
In  Rome,  he  dubbed  voice  on  Italian  films  for  release  in  the  United  States. 

JAY  O'CALLAHAN  (Simier)  teaches  English  and  Sociology  at  the 
Wyndham  School  in  Boston.  This  summer,  he  wrote  a  novel  "for  the 
discipline  of  it."  Jay  was  last  on  our  stage  as  the  level-headed  juror  in 
'Twelve  Angry  Men." 

ASHLEY  WESTCOTT  (Burghley)  has  a  long  list  of  theatrical  credits: 
Milton  Players,  Charles  Playhouse,  an  extra'  in  the  motion  picture  "The 
Cardinal,"  lead  in  "The  Pit"  on  WGBH-TV,  the  Harvard  Repertory  Group, 
past  president  of  the  Quincy  Community  Players,  and,  of  course,  parts  in 
many  Footlight  Club  productions. 

SAM  MESSINA  (Lopez)  has  acted  in  the  American  Theater  Wing, 
off-Broadway,  and  on  professional  TV  in  productions  of  "Suspense"  and 
"Studio  One."  His  most  recent  Footlight  play  was  "Twelve  Angry  Men." 
Sam  was  a  liaison  officer  with  the  French  Army  and  received  the  Croix  de 
Guerre  with  the  Silver  Star. 

JOAN  FORAN  (Lady  Huntingdon)  is  making  her  debut  with  the 
Footlight  Club.  She  received  her  dramatic  training  at  Catholic  University. 
She  is  a  folk  singer,  guitar  player,  and  a  "raiser  of  half  a  dozen  girls." 


BERTA  FORBES  (Lady  Norris)  is  a  free-lance  artist  who  has  lent 
her  many  talents  to  the  Footlight  Club:  decor,  art  work,  acting,  and  ward- 
robe. She  studied  at  the  Copley  School  of  Art,  and  is  chairman  of  the 
Thrift  Shop  Committee  at  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital. 

MARGARET  MANN  (Hawker)  has  been  active  in  almost  every 
aspect  of  Footlight  Club  plays:  acting  (last  seen  as  the  inebriated  Miss 
Sldllin  in  "See  How  They  Run")>  production  manager  (for  **Mary,  Mary'')> 
properties,  prompting.  She  has,  in  fact,  been  involved  in  each  of  these 
categories  for  'Tortrait  of  a  Prince."  She  is  a  reader  to  blind  students  for 
the  Guild  of  the  Blind. 

ALBERT  WELCH  (Stubbs)  started  his  acting  career  as  a  bartender 
in  the  Yale  University  production  of  ''Outward  Bound."  He  appeared  on 
TV  in  a  series  of  religious  plays  for  the  Rhode  Island  Council  of  Churches. 
He  took  part  in  ''See  How  They  Run"  and  "Twelve  Angry  Men"  at  the 
Footlight  Club.  He  is  the  Pastor  of  the  Central  Congregational  Church  of 
Jamaica  Plain. 

STEVE  WELCH  (Fanatic)  is  a  senior  at  Boston  English  High  School; 
he  is  editor  of  the  Senior  Year  Book  and  president  of  the  Church  Youth 
Group.  He  made  his  debut  with  the  Footlight  Club  last  year  in  "Twelve 
Angry  Men." 

ED  KEEFE  (Executioner)  was  treasurer  of  the  Footlight  Club  for  many 
years  and  has  taken  part  in  numerous  plays.  He  is  a  colonel  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  Reserves  and  an  honorary  member  of  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Korea. 

BILL  BOND  (Puritan  Boy)  played  a  young  southern  boy  in  our  pro- 
duction of  "Auntie  Mame."  He  is  receiving  his  drama  training  at  Boston 
Children's  Theatre  and  studies  music  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music.  He  appeared  in  summer  stock  this  year,  and  is  also  a  New  England 
Class  A  tennis  player. 

MARK  MacMILLAN  (Tom  Ashby)  made  his  debut  with  the  Foot- 
light  Club  two  years  ago  as  young  Patrick  Dennis  in  "Auntie  Mame."  His 
brother  BRIAN  MacMILLAN  is  also  in  the  cast  of  "Portrait  of  a  Prince" 
making  his  debut  in  the  role  of  a  pensioner. 

LOU  JACOBS  (Sailor)  is  Vice-President  of  the  Footlight  Club.  He  has 
given  notable  performances  here,  among  them  "Harvey,"  "Send  Me  No 
Flowers,"  and  "Twelve  Angry  Men."  He  just  appeared  in  the  Milton  Players 
production  of  "Country  Girl."  Lou  is  also  associated  with  WGBH-TV. 

The  author  and  director  of  "Portrait  of  a  Prince,"  FLORENCE 
FREEMAN,  is  a  long-time  member  of  the  Footlight  Club;  she  has  acted, 
directed,  and  worked  backstage.  She  is  president  and  a  director  of  the 
Weston  Drama  Workshop  (a  teen-age  repertory  summer  theater).  Florence 
is  the  first  woman  Selectman  in  the  Town  of  Weston,  a  practicing  attorney, 
and  an  amateur  archeologist.  She  developed  an  interest  in  the  young  Eliza- 
beth while  writing  a  research  paper  in  her  student  days  at  Wellesley  College.
